His coaching disap- 
pointments include miss- 
ing out on a National 
League post when West- 
ern Suburbs combined 
with Leichhardt and then to 
be overlooked when Cent- 
ral Coast entered the 
Northern NSW State 
League

Neighbours, rivals and 
friends, Canada and 
USA are in keen compet- 
ition for 1986 World Cup 
Finals. 

The two countries are 
convinced that the third 
remaining candidate, Mex- 
ico, will be found ineligible 
— owing foreign banks the 
tidy sum, of $80 billion, 

And many of those 
banks are in the USA, 

Canada’s case received 
a boost with the announce- 
ment that the federal gov- 
ernment in Ottawa sup- 
ports their application and 
ts willing to contribute $55 
million towards the costs 

Canadians estimate that 
the total budget for the 
World Cup would come to 
$100 million 

At the same time, some 
$70 million would flow into 
the country from tourists 
and visitors, 

According to the Cana- 
dian plan, nine cities would 
be involved in staging 
matches with the final go- 
Ing to the Olympic Stadium 
of Montreal (capacity 
60,000). 

Minister for Communica- 
tions Francis Fox says 
there is no chance that the 
World Cup would produce 
the same financial disaster 
as the Montreal Olympics 
in 1976. 

“We had to create then a. 
complete infrastructure for 
TV and radio and build 
most of our sporting 
facilities. That's how the 
staggering loss of $1 bill- 
ion came about.” he says. 

"Now we'll need about 
$7 million to change the 
Playing surfaces of the 
stadiums from artificial to

The 
Present standard of the NSL is not particularly high as 
we don’t have enough quality players for 16 teams.

If the plan is carried out, | think it should be tied toa 
temporary relaxation of the current quota rules on 
imported players. 

We can pretend to have enough skilful and enter- 
taining players for all these teams — but quite another 
matter to submit them to public judgment. 

Another peril facing a division of the NSL teams is 
the chance of even further splits. 

Say we have an’ Eastern Group of 14 with 8 teams 
from Sydney, two apiece from Newcastle and Bris- 
bane and one each from Canberra and Wollongong. 

And then this new set-up again doesn't work. . . 

The al ll will be to make one more division: 
chuck the Brisbane and Canberra teams and, pronto, 
we are back to a NSW League with the addition of 

Newcastle and Wollongon, 

And in case you'd think that’s something new: NSW 
did have such a Sydney-Newcastle axis some years 
ago. 

So bit by painful bit, we'd return to the parochial 
NSW set-up. 

Admittedly, clubs would save about $30,000 in 
airfares annually. 

But it's not their most crippling expense; not when 
some of them give their players $10,000 signing on 
fees plus $400 win bonuses. . . 
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It seems that most of us got a bit carried away with 
the advent of Channel 7 into soccer television. 

In actual fact, their involvement is very marginal and
